FIRE FATALITIES AT MEMPHIS. 


Sixteen people were hurt, several of them 
periously, in a wreck on the Milwaukee ave- 
nue cable line at 5:30 o’clock last evening. 


Combination grip car No. 875 ran at full 


speed against the raised end of the massive 
fron cover of a manhole opening into the 
cable conduit at Mautene court. There was a 


_ erash which sounded like the explosion of a 


bomb. Twenty men and boys were pitched 
headlong over the front of the grip, Gripman 
J. E. Bowman landing twenty feet away on 
his face and hands. All the windows were 


_ shattered, the partition between the open and 


closed parts of the car splintered, and the pas-

night, “ and had one hand resting on the side 
ofthe car, I should think we were going 
fourteen or fifteen miles an hour, when sud- 
denly we all pitched forward. I didn’t know 
what had happened, for it all happened so 
quickly, I was hurled against the stove, the 
corner striking me in the groin. Then, as I 
fell to the floor, several people walked over 
me. My head struck the side of the stove. and 
that is all I can remember until I recovered 
consciousness in a grocery store at No. 915 
Milwaukee avenue.“ 

Simon Stephenson said: “I was riding 
on the grip-car a few feet behind the 
gtipman. I made the remark that I was 
anxious to reach my home. ‘ Wait until we 
get over the viaduct and I'll give you a run 
for your money,’ said the gripman. When 
we reached Ashland avenue and the car came 
to such a sudden standstill J was pitched 
headlong over the dashboard. My head 
struck the pavement not three feet from the 
end of the car and I lost consciousness.” 

Such quick work was done by the repair de- 
partment of the street railway company that 
in less than two hours every sign of the wreck 
had been cleared away. The big iron cover, 
five feet long, twenty inches wide, and so 
heavy that two men can hardly lift it, was 
put back into place and the trains ran as 
before. 


LIVES LOST IN A MEMPHIS FIRE. 


Explosion of Oil Lamp Causes a Costly 
Conflagration, 

Mempnis, Tenn., Nov. 13.—The Wetter 
Building, a five-story structure on the east 
side of Main street, between Union and Mon- 
roe, occupied by the Schalzreid Hardware 
company, the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, and the Pythian Journal newspaper, 
was tonight gutted by fire. Three a€joining 
buildings were damaged by fire and water, 
bringing the total loss up to nearly $500,000. 
Several persons are believed to have been 
burned to death in the fire. Others will die 
from injuries received in jumping to escape 
the flames.

Nov. 2 there was a fire at Ash land avenue 
and Mautene court. On the way to the fire 
an engine ran over the manhole. cover and 
broke it. Later in the day the repair depart- 
ment of the West Division railway company 
put a new cover in place. It apparently was 
not properly secured, for the same night a 
grip ear north bound ran into one end of it 
which projected above the level of the track.

Last night at 5:30 o’clock Milwaukee 
avenue was crowded with people on their way 
home from work. Northbound cable trains 
were packed. Combination Grip-car No. 875, 

northbound, was running free, no trailers 
being attached to it. Gripman J. E. Bowman 
and Conductor C. H. Naylor were in charge. 
Fully eighty passengers were on board, There 
Was no signal to stop at Mautene court, which 
is but half a block in length. Gripman Bow- 
man threw the lever full on and the car rushed 
Onatthe highest speed, nearly twelve miles 


an hour. 


Just before Mautene court was reached 
dame the crash. The front end of the grip 
Was raised up and thrown to the right of the 
track. The seats on the front open end were 
twisted and crushed together. The front par- 
r was broken to pieces. 
The chimney was knocked off, and the stove

The most seriously injured man was Benja- 
B Cole of No. 1230 Milwaukee avenue.

The fire was caused by an explosion of a 
swinging oil lamp on the first floor under the 
stairway. It soon enveloped the stairway and 
spreai to the rear of the store, and before the 
alarm could be given in the rooms of the 
Young Men's Christian Association the stair- 
way was impassable. “ 

There were ten persons on the third floor 
when the alarm was given, and they rushed to 
the rear windows to escape. There was no 
fire escape, and A. K. Perkins, the Secretary, 
tried te climb down the tin gutter, but 
slipped and fell to the pavement below. 
Charles White fell from the third floor. 
Joseph Williams was climbing down by the 
iron shutters when he lost his hold and fell. 
All the others were rescued by the hook and 
ladder corps except two men, whose names 
are not known, who were in the baths of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. They 
are thought to have been lost. 

T. H. Bond, a young man who was in the 
Y. M. C. A. gymnasium when the fire broke 
out, is one of the missing, and is believed to 
have perished. 

By hard work the firemen prevented the 
spread of the fire on the south side of the 
Wetter Building, but the stocks of the neigh- 
boring merchants were greatly damaged by 
water. The loss of life is due to the lack of 
properly constructed fire-escapes on the build- 


ing. It is highly probable that the owners of 
the Wetter Building will be criminal- 
ly prosecuted. There were a num- 
ber of offices in the Memphis 


Loan Buildmg. It was completely flooded 
with water, and the losses sustained by the 
occupants will be heavy. The Langstaff 
Hardware company sustained a loss of 
$5,000 on stock, The total loss will reach 
$500,000. 

A. J. Perkins, the Secretary of the Y. M. C. 
A., who was fatally injured, came to Memphis 
a few years ago from Pittsfield, Mass., where 
his mother resides. 

When the fire broke out a panic occurred in 

the Auditorium, where 6,000 pepple had as- 
sembled to listen to the Rev. Sam Jones, who 
is conducting a revival. For atime the great- 
est excitement prevailed and several persons 
were khocked down and trampled upon by the 
crowd in the mad rush. The panic was started 
by a long-haired crank in one of the galleries 
erying Fire!“ 
C. R. White, one of the members of the I. 
M. C. A., says he was talking to Secretary 
Perkifis when the fire was diseovered. He 
made adashfor the Main street exit, but 
found the flames coming up the stairway, and 
then fled to the rear of the building. Secre- 
tary Perkins was just in front of him. Per- 
kins leaped out of the window. and White im- 
mediately followed. White fell on top of 
him, and both sustained injuries which will 
prove fatal. 

The fire spread to the adjoining building, 
occupied by the Lemmon & Gale com- 
pany, wholesale dry goods merchants, 
but it was put out after the stock had 
been badly damaged by water. Mrs. 
Winter’s loss is $26,000, covered by in- 
surance; the Schmalzried company $35,000, 
with insurance of $25,000; and the Young 
Men’s Christian Association $15,000, with in- 
surance ot $10,000. The Lemmon & Gale com- 
pany carried a stock of $150,000, and their 
loss is estimated at $100,000 on stock and 


835,000 on the building, covered by insur- 


ance. 

Derrorr, Mich., Nov. 13.—The five-story 
building No. 159 Jefferson avenue was gutted 
by fire this morning. It was occupied by the 
Anderson Manufacturing company, bicycles; 
L. F. Kilroy & Co., publishers ; Beck & Knight, 
bookbinders; the Detroit Publishing com- 
pany; and the People’s Publishing company. 
The losses will aggregate $35,000 ; partly in- 
sured. The fire started near the boilers from 
crude petroleum. H. D. Osborne and E. W. 
Dickerson were overcome by smoke and were 
severely burned about the face and hands be- 
fore they could be rescued.

ARMY FOR HONDURAS, 


MEMBERS OF THE OOL-UMBIAN GUARD 
TO GO TO CENTRAL AMERIOA. 


Hundreds of Men Invited to Become Real 
Soldiers and Help Along Miniature 
Revolutions=Dr, Thackery Said to Be at 
the Head of the Plan to Get Col. Rice's 
Standing Army Out of America—Those 
Who Are in on the Idea Think They 
See Visions of Greatness, 

A new occupation has opened up for mem- 
bers of the Columbian guard. They are now 
being enrolled at Jackson Park to go to Hon- 
duras to act as sure-enough soldiers. Dr. 


Thackery, Division Superintendent in the 


Department of Manufactures, appears as the 
promoter of the plan, and through his in- 
fluence, it is said, the guards have been en- 
rolied. 

For several weeks guards have been ap- 
proached and invited to attend meetings held 
at night in the Manufactures Building in one 
of Chief Allison’s offices. In some instances 
secrecy was enjoined, while in others there 
was merely an implied understanding that 
nothing was to be said. Thursday night last 
twenty-five or thirty of the guards gathered 
in Mr. Thackery’s office, and, according to 
one who was present, he outlined his 
project as follows: He said there was 
a movement on the part of the 
Government of Honduras to give an exposi- 
tion there next year of American manufact- 
ures. He said the President of the govern- 
ment had the subject matter under advise- 
ment, and it would be announced in a month 
or two whether the scheme would go through. 
In case it did he asked the guards to enroll 
their names on a book which was there in the 
office signifying their willingness to make the 
journey. The start was to be made next Feb- 
ruary. Those going were to asseinble at New 
Orleans at their owu expense, and from that 
point they would be transported to Honduras 
at the expense of that government. 

The speaker then declared that he wanted 
good men to guard the property of the expo- 
sition. He desired to have 100 men go first 
as mechanics. They were promised me- 
chanics’ pay at $5 aday. After the first 100 
men had become installed 300 additional 
men, he said, would be taken who were to be 
soldiers. They were to receive the regular 
army pay of $16 a month and be furnished 
rations. They were to be under the Honduras 
Government. Then the speaker is reported 
as saying: 

No, boys, this will form the beginning. 
As the work advances the 300 men will be in- 
creased to 2,000. You will be organized into 
regiments of cavalry, infantry, and artillery. 
The equipments will be first class in every 
particular. The artillery will be rapid-tiring 
Hotchkiss guns and the infantrymen will have 
Winchester rifles. I may add, that the pres- 
ent ruler of Honduras was placed in power by 
sixty men and ig retained by 160.” 

Something Big in the Scheme, 


If there is any milk in the cocoanut it lies 
in the alleged last statement. It might have 
been said in enthusiasm, but the guards 
caught the impression that there was some- 
thing big in the scheme and that governments 
in South America were easy things to capture, 
After a certain time, too, it was stated fur- 
ther that the men would be given the oppor- 
tunity of securing claims of land which they 
could either retain or dispose of. 

One of the guards who attended last Thurs. 
day night’s meeting said that probably 150 
guards had been enrolled, He was one of 
the signers himself, but before going to South 
America intended to learn further the plans 
of the promoters. When Dr. Thackery was 
seen in his office y afternoon he was 
at first unwilling to talk. He came near deny- 
ing all knowledge of the Honduras exposition, 
but subsequently ventured a little informa- 
tion. 

Now, it is too early to speak of this thing 
yet. I don’t know that the exposition will be 
held. It is contemplated by the President of 
the Republic, and I will know certainly, I 
think, within thirty or sixty days. I am go- 
ing to Honduras in a few weeks and if the ex- 
position is determined upon I shall return 
here.“ 

What is your connection with it?“ 

„ know the President of the Republic and 
have traveled through portions of the country. 
What they need down there is improved ma- 
chinery. If the President decides that the 
exposition will be a good thing an invitation 
will be extended to American manufacturers 
to participate. They can send such goods 
there as are needed by those people, and the 
result will be both beneficial to Honduras and 
the American manufacturer.“ 

What do you want so many of our men 
for? 

To guard the property. We shall have a 
reservation where the exposition is held and 
I do not intend to take American goods there 
without providing for their protection. The 
men will be paid by the Honduras Govern- 
ment.“ 

The Ruler of Honduras, 

„How stable is the present Honduras Gov- 
ernment?“ 

“Fairly stable I should say. The present 
ruler was a revolutionist, but suited the peo- 
ple so well that he was Dictator, and a short 
time ago declared President. He is in har- 
mony with the Congress of thirty-six mem- 
bers and I think if there were an exhibition 
of peace and the minds of the people could be 
gotten into such channels as the proposed ex- 
position would afford, there is no reason why 
the rule of the President should not be per- 
petuated.”’ 

„What is the size of the Honduras st and- 
ing army? 

„About 18,000, I think.” 

‘‘What sort of equipment is it supplied 
with?“ 

„Very indifferent. The infantry carries 
old muzzle-loading guns. 

„With a few of the rapid-firing guns that 
have been exhibited in the Transportation 
Building, couldn’t a comparatively small 
number of men sweep the Honduras Goverr- 
ment out of existence?“ 

I don’t know.“ 

One of the Nordenfefdt guns on exhibition, 
and which was tested at frequent intervals 
during the summer, is so constructed as to 
fire continuously several hundred shots per 
minute. A gunner merely presses a button, 
when a revolving band loaded with cartridges 
delivers chem to the barrel with such rapidity 
that the explosions form a continuous sound 
like the steady roar of escaping steam from 
a flying locomotive; The gun can be trained 
with almost the ease of a revolver, and can 
be operated along a line of men like a stream 
of water from a hose pipe. 

If the exposition is held it will open next 
Noveniber. During the summer the men who 
go there as guards are to be drilled as an 
efficient corps.

TO STOP ALL ANTHRACITE PRODUCTION. 


New Coal Combination Seems to Be Forc- 
ing a Strike on the high Valley Line. 
Pumapevpnia, Pa., Nov. 13.—[Special. ]— 

Each day brings forth developments in the 

plans of the men who now control the 

anthracite coal trade of the country. The latest 
scheme seems to be to precipitate a strike on 
the line of the Lehigh Valley railroad and the 
consequent stoppage of coal mining and ship- 


ments. Announcement is made tonight that | 


General Manager Voorhees of the Lehigh 
Valley company has informed the Grievance 
com mittee of employés that the demands they 
have made for a settlement of troubles along 
the line have been peremptorily refused. 
These demands related te long hours of labor, 
unequal pay for th® same work, and 
other matters of like import. The employés 
and the company have bpen fighting over this 
for six weeks, Nothing is left now buta 
strike that will estendſ from Jersey City to 
Buffalo and from the ter point west over 
the Nickel-Plate wd lines as handle 
Lehigh Valley cars. 

For eight weeks evéry nd of coal that it 
was possible to move has been hurried to 
Perth Amboy, Jersey . Buffalo, and the 
other points covered i the Lehigh Valley 
system. Lackawanna Jersey Central 
have done the same The yards are 
well stocked today, soa Reading official said 
tonight. The consumption of anthracite 
reaches about 1,250,00@ tons a week during 
the winter in the East. 32 are abcut 5, 
000,000 tons stored at Wifious places and as 
nearly everybody is ied this will last a 
long time, especially as "Lackawanna, Dela- 
ware and Hudson, Jersey. Central, and Read- 
ing will supply current d@mands, 

A dispatch from Eastog, Pa., tonight says 
the Employés’ Grievance Zommittee proposes 
a strike on the Lehigh Vafley and Jersey City 
Central. Also this wouldjmean that the coal 
trust is now ready to figh@fhe men and stop 
production and the empla@gjs are ready to fall 
into the trap. As coal GBcomes scarcer the 
combixe will raise prices { an increase of 
50 cents per ton is not uukely. So the com- 
bine is certain to make a good thing out of 
the strike. When the men return to work 
they will be reémployed pon the same basis 
as in vogue with the Phil@delphia and Read- 
ng company, which meagaa reduction of 10 
per cent in their wages they will be paid 
on a sliding scale, govern by the price per 
ton coal brings at tide-water points. This 
accomplished the combination will save 20 
cents a ton in the mining and handling of 
coal at the mines next year, This means that 
all authracite miners’ wages will be upon the 
same basis. 

As the production for 1894 will be over 
41,000,000 tons, the combination will readily 
put intoits pockets about $6,000,000 net 
next year off the labor alone. Just where the 
public will be benefited by the combine is not 
appparent just yet. 

The first strike of the miners was at the 
JeanesvillesColliery, near Hazleton, Pu., to- 
night. The wages of the clay strippers was 
reduced from $1.10 to $l per day. The men 
struck, and 150 miners went out with them. 
It is believed other strikes will follow rapidly.

Too late they learned of the trick 
worked on them, and tonight it is reported 
the train men along the line are secretly con- 
sulting with thé intention of going to Cov- 
ington and wreaking vengeance on the 
wreckers. The authorities have taken extra 
precautions against an attack.

Arrange- 
ments are being made to have a special train 
from Chicago to Washington, with such rates 
that all who wish to go may not be deterred 
by the expense,

HE IS NOT SUSPECTED. 


WHEELER QUESTIONED ABOUT THE 
WILMETTE TRAGEDY, 


The Police Express Themselves as Satisfied 
He Tells the Truth Concerning the 
Murder of Mra, Cron and the Burning 
of His House- They Begin Working on 
Remaining Clews—Circumstances That 
Were Considered Sufficient to Warrant 
a Close Examination of Wheeler's Story. 

Frank Wheeler of Wilfkette, who was se- 
verely interrogated by Assistant Chief of Po- 
lice Kipley and Inspector Shea Sunday after- 
noon, walked into the Central Station again 
last night. He was accompanied by a bonds- 
man and told Sergt. Broderick he had come 
prepared to give bail in any amount for his 
appearance at anytime. Sergt. Broderick 
told Mr. Wheeler he was not wanted by the 
police, and was not even under suspicion. 
Mr. Wheeler was not satisfied, however, and 
ashe was not gomg back to Wilmette last 
night he insisted on leaving his temporary ad- 
dress with the police. 

So many and so strange have been the dis- 
coveries and developments inthe Wilmette 
tragedy that Inspector Shea determined to 
sift the testimony of Wheeler to the bottom. 
He was impelled to this course not a 
little by the gossips of Wilmette, 
who persisted that Frank Wheeler knew 
more of the murder ‘of Mra. Cron 
and the burning of his house than was sup- 
posed. When Mr. Wheeler left for Canada 
immediately after the affair it was said he 
would never return, but he silenced the talk 
by reappearing in the village two days later. 
Then, of his own accord, he called upon In- 
spector Shea and shook the detectives’ suspic- 
ions. 

Detectives Welbaskey, Smith, Minier, and 
Ashby were put to work on the case from the 
start. Welbaskey, in examining the neigh- 
borhood, found traces of blood on the side- 
walk before the house of Mrs. Mary Bunker. 
Welbaskey cut out the bloodstains and at- 
tempted to follow the trail. but could not do 
so. Then this clew was abandoned as value- 
less and another taken up. All the time the 
detectives were being deluged with insinua- 
tions against Wheeler, 


What the Gossips Said, 


It was strange, said the gossips, that 
Wheeler should not have gone to the aid of 
Mrs. Cron when he saw her lying wounded in 
her room, but, instead, had followed and shot 
a burglar. It wasalso strange, they said, that 
Wheeler should say he noticed neither fire 
nor smell of smoke when he walked down- 
stairs and yet, after being outside less 
than two minvtes, he was unable to 
reénter because of the smoke ofa fire. It 
was said Mrs. Cron had nearly $5,000 in 
the house at the time of her death and that 
her life was heavily insured. Wheeler at first 
denied there was any money in the house at 


all, but afterwards admitted that 
Mrs. Cron had $1,900 concealed there. 
This was his _ first contradiction 


and it intensified the suspicions of the detect- 
ives. At the time of the inquest Wheeler said 
he was aroused bya noise in Mrs. Cron’s 
room and went and opened his door. Later 
he said the first thing he did was to open his 
window. It was argued that as Wheeler heard 
a noise in the house it was strange that he 
should open an outer window to locate it. 
The chief trouble, however, was that the de- 


tectives were unable utterly to identify the 


dead burglar. In examining his clothing. it 
was discovered that his trousers had buttons 
for riding straps sewed on the bottom. The 
detectives concluded the trousers had, there-

He said 
the trousers and the underwear had been 
hanging in the bath-room on the second 
floor at the time of the fire. 

Sunday Detective Smith was sent to Wil- 
mette to tell Mr. Wheeler that an important 
arrest had been made and to ask him to come 
to Shea’s office. Mr. Wheeler went and from 
3:30 o’clock until 8:30 was subjected to the 
closest kind of questioning by Assist- 
ant Chief Kipley, Inspector Shea, and 
the four detectives who had worked on the 
case. Wheeler was confronted with a woman 
who had made allegations against him, but 
she failed to substantiate her statements and 
at the end of a five hours’ examination both 
Assistant Chief Kipley and Inspector Shea de- 
clared they believed Wheeler to be innocent. 


Evidence Favoring Wheeler. 


Right on the top of this vindication came 
evidence in Wheeler’s favor. Late Saturday 
afternoon, while Mrs. Samuel Dingee, Miss 
Dingee, Mrs. Stringer, Frank Berry, and 
Wheeler were standing around the ruins, a 
woman approached and said she wished to 
speak to Mr. Wheeler. She said 
she lived with the Du Champs 
family in Wilmette. Monday she was going 
over the ruins and found arevolver. Mr. 
Wheeler had only two guns, both of which 
were saved, and it is thought this revolver be- 
longed to one of the burglars. The only 
strange fact about the find is that five of the 
six cartridges it contained have clearly been 
exploded by the hammer of the gun and 
not by the heat. The next find was 
the missing five-gallon kerosene can. This 
was dug out of the basement early yesterday 
morning. It was always kept in a recess es- 
pecially built for it on the back porch, but it 
was found at the opposite end of the building. 

When Assistant Chief Kipley and Inspector 
Shea abandoned their suspicions of Wheeler 
on was begun with redoubled energy on the 
remaining clews. The first tried was the 
blood stains, and for the first time Mrs. 
Bunker was questioned. She told a story 
which convinced the detectives they were on 
the right trail. She said the night of the 
tragedy she heard several shots fired and 
looked out of her window, which 1s at the 
back of the house. A noise in her back yard 
attracted her attention, and she says she dis- 
tinctly heard two persons try to scale the 
fence. One of them fell, and the other, with a 
curse, helped him up. At the same moment, 
she says, her little daughter, who sleeps in the 
front of the house, ran into the room exclaim- 
ing: 

„O, mamma, two men ran across the side- 
walk in front and one fell down. The other 
helped him up and told him to hurry up, and 
then they both ran through to the backyard.” 

The spot where che little girl saw the man 
fall is where the bloodstains were found. 

Yesterday afternoon Thomas Brooks found 
a string of dynamite cartridges in his back- 
yard, which is right in the line of Wheeler's 
and Mrs. Bunker’s houses. 


Convinced of Wheeler's Innocence. 


Speaking of the case Inspector Shea said: 
„Jam absolutely convinced that Wheeler is 
innocent.” 

Assistant Chief Kipley said: “I regard 
Wheeler as innocent. I feel sure it will be 
proved in a day or two. The dead burglar 
has been positively identifled by the keeper 
of a lodging house at No. 32 South Clinton 
street, where the man registered as Logan. 
Welbaskey tells me he has a good description 
of the man’s companion and it tallies with 
the description given by Wheeler. I can say 
we have so good a clew that I believe the man 
will be arrested. The finding of the revolver 
is strange, but it is still stranger that five of its 
six shells should have been fired by the ham- 
mer. I don’t know what to . of that. 
We had Wheeler on the rack fora long time 
and I was well impressed by him.“

TAX ON BEER NOT TO BE INCREASED. 


Brewers Coerce Chairman Wilson Into 
Their Way of Thinking. 


Wasurneroy, D. C., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
There will be a harmonious tariff bill. Mr. 
Cleveland is going to tell Chairman Wilson 
what he wants, and then the majority of the 
Ways and Means committee will report their 
bill the latter part of this month. The brew- 
ers have forced the committee to back down 
from the proposition of David A. Wells to in- 
crease the tax on beer. That was one of the 
easiest ways to increase the revenue and one 
that would not have been felt by the public, 
but the brewers are a compact political power, 
and when they decreed what should not be 
done the idea was given up. The tobacco 
men are also confident that they have knocked 
in the head the scheme to increase the tobacco 
taxes. Whisky is the only thing in the inter- 
nal revenue system that is left, and it is not 
yet settled that an increased tax will be laid 
on this. 

While the Texas and Ohio members are 
kicking against free wool it seems clear their 
kicks will not avail. Free wool has been in 
every Democratic tariff bill since they got a 
majority of the House, and they cannot afford 
to go back on their record now. 

The reports today are that a decision has 
also been reached to put coal and iron ore on 
the free list, and that Chairman Wilson is 
willing to do it, though it sacrifices his own 
State of West Virginia. Steel rails are likely 
to be put down to $5a ton. The reductions 
in the iron and steel schedule will all be pretty 
heavy. The same is true of glassware and 
cutlery. About lumber and salt there is a 
good deal of contention. 

The Michigan Democrats, through Whiting, 
who isa member of the committee, are kick- 
ing against free salt, though they pretended 
to favor it when the Republicans were doing 
the tariff legislating. The tariff-reform Demo- 
crates of sconsin, as well as in Michigan, 
ha ve discovered are against free 
lumber. Bryan of Nebraska and other Demo- 
eruts in the prairie States say this brand of 
tariff reform will not do, and they are going 
to have free lumber if they don’t get any- 
thing else

George W. Crawford 
moved as an amendment that the convention 
be held Nov. 25, Justice Hamburger sec- 
onded the amendment and James H. Burke 
made a speech in favor of it. He did not 
propose to wait for the Democrats. The Re- 
publicans should put their candidates in the 
field, and so on. hen the vote was taken on 
the amendment Burke voted against it. So 
did Crawford. It was defeated 80 to 1. ‘The

New Yorx, Nov. 13.—[Special.]—Louis 
A. Hilliard, ex-cashier of un Tu- 
UNE, was arrested in New York today on 
the arrival of the North German Lloyd steam- 
ship Werra from Gibraltar. Hilliard during 
a period of two years robbed his employers 
of over $15,000, escaping detection until 
September last, when, during his absence on 
a vacation, his accounts were examined, He 
fled to Europe, carrying several thousand dol- 
lars of the stolen money. By means of his 
photograph, engraved upon circulars offering 
$500 reward for his arrest, which were print- 
ed in French, German, Spanish, and English 
and sent all over the world, he was identified

at Seville, Spain, and taken in charge by the 
authorities. He offered to restore part of the 
money if allowed his freedom. The offer was 
declined. He then decided to waive extradi- 
tion and was returned to this country in 
charge of, the Captain of the Werra. 

Hilliard was arrested a fortnight ago by 
Consular Agent Schmidt at Seville, Spain, 
It seems he went from New York té Havana, 
thence to Cadiz, Madrid, Granada, Ronda, 
and Seville. Tun Trrsune, being informed 
of Hilliard’s apprehension, made preparation 
for his immediate extradition. Pending this 
laborious work Hilliard waived the issuing of 
extradition papers and was by Consular Agent 
Schmidt taken to Gibraltar and placed on 
board the North German Lloyd steamer 
Werra, bound for New York. Lieut. Stephen 
B. Wood of the Chicago detective bureau was 
deputized by the Governor of Illinois to 
come to New York to apprehend 
Hilliard on a _ requisition based on 
an indictment found in the Criminal 
Court of Cook County, charging him with 
embezzlement. Lieut. Wood came here 
Thursday of last week, and Supt. Byrnes and 
Inspector McLaughlin at once gave Mr. Wood 
the active codperation of the entire detective 
department. Sergt. Charles Heidelberg, an 
officer of twenty-five years’ experience, was 
detailed to assist Lieut. Wood. The Werra 
arrived at quarantine during last night. 
About 9 o’clock Heidelberg and Wood board- 
ed the boat from a revenue cutter.

He had but $15 in money when he 
was brought into headquarters on Mulberry 
street, and says every dollar he took from 
Tue Tano company has been spent. 
Heidelberg and Wood, through the er 
tion of Supt. Byrnes, Inspector McLaughlin, 
and Health Officer Jenkins, landed him ou 
New York soil without friction or trouble, al- 
though a friend of Hilliard whocame on from 
Chicago to see him attempted to get him off 
the Werra with the idea of slipping him into 
Chicago without the service of the papers 
absolutely demanded by thelaws of New York 
as prerequisite to the removal from the State 
of one charged with felony. This was not 
accom plish owing to precautions taken 
by Heidelberg and Wood through the in- 
fluence of Dr. Jenkins. 


History of Hilliard. 


Hilliard is a native of Vermont. He came 
to Chicago a few years ago. Three years ago 
he was in the employ of the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank. Tue Tristwe had done busi- 
ness with that institution and its representa. 
tives were thus brought more or less in con- 
tact with Hilliard. They formed a favorable 
impression of him. e was bright, quick, 
business-like, and courteous. constant 
increase in the business of Tugs Trisung 
made it necessary to employ an assistant 
cashier. Hilliard applied for the position. 
He was highly recommended, and all inquiries 
concerning him only added to the strength of 
his recommendations, These facts led to his 
employment. A bond in the sum of $5,000 

uaranteeing his honesty was executed by the 

merican Surety company and he was pod 
at the cashier’s window in August, 1891. 

Well equipped with a fine intelligence and 
the experience gained in the bank, Hilliard 
easily masteréd his duties. Aftera few days 
it wasdeemed unnecessary to give him any 
further instruction, and was left alone at 
his post, subject only to the weekly inspection 
of his accounts by the auditor of the com- 
pany. All the money received by Taz Turn- 
ung, whether in currency, checks, drafts, or 
postoffice orders, enue through Hilliard’s 
hands. He paid the several hundred employés 
of Tux Tuisung, paid small bills in currency 
drew checks for larger ones (although of 
course he never signed any checks), and kept 
the bank account. Hilliard was apparently a 
model employé. He was on hand from early 
in the morning until 5 o’clock, attentive, 
prompt, and courteous, f 

He was always well dressed, though not 
gaudy in his attire, and was refined in bie ap- 
pearance. His expenditures for clothes 
seemed a trifle too large. When inter ted 
concerning this he expiained that he had pri- 
vate means independent of his salary. He 
said his father made him a yearly allowance, 
He did not use tobacco in any form, drank 
little if at all, and betrayed no interest in 

rts or cards. He lived at Oak Park and 
though he occasionally visited the theater he 
spent most of his eveni at home. He be- 
longed to the club at Oak Park, but used it 
simply as an occasional lounging place. He 
frequently was invited to engage in whist at 
the club, but declined. He went into Oak 
Park society, visiting at the houses of num- 
bers of the best knowh fumilies.

WARREN COUNTY’S NEW COURT-HOUSE. 


Ground Broken at Monmouth, IllL.De- 
scription of the Structure 

Mormovurs. III., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
Ground was broken here today for a new 
$90,000 court-house for Warren County. 
The site selected was the block northwest of 
and adjoining the public square, being near 
the center of the business district. The sur- 
face at this place is slightly elevated, and 
from the tower of the new structure a fine 
view of the city will be had. As the city itself

is highly located, the building will be seep for 
many miles around, if not from all prominent 
points in the county. 


The commencing of work today was an oc- 


casion for general rejoicing by the people of 
the city, who for years labored so hard to in- 
fluence the voting of an appropriatien for a 
county building. Many of the outside 
towns voted almost solidly against the meas- 
ure, as they termed it a scheme on the part 
of the people of Monmouth to build up 
theif own city. Influences, however, were 
brought to bear and the plan was carried with 
a r majority. The building will be a de- 
cided ornament to the city, being one of the 
finest public buildings yet erected. The busi- 
ness houses center around the public square and 
from the square a fine view of three sides of 
the building may be had. A large force of 
men has been put to work and the building 
will be completed as soon as possible. Every 
effort will be made to hasten the work, as 
muny of the county officers are in pressing 
need of more room. In the meantime the 
—7— building, with its limited space, will 
u 


The new building will possess nearly three 
times the space of the old one. It is expected 
that the foundation will be in by Jan. 1, at 
which time the corner-stone will be laid with 
public ceremonies. The building itself is ex- 
pected to be completed and ready for occu- 
pancy by the last of néxt year. The structure 
will be of steel and stone. and as nearly fire- 
proof as modern workmanship can make it. 
No wood will be used except for the sash and 
doors. The building is designed in the 
Romanesque style of architecture and 
will have three stories and attic, with a 
large massive square tower rising from 
the center to an elevation 125 feet above 
the sidewalk. The whole of the extenor 
will be built of Portage red sandstone, 
being one of the several stones inthe market 
known to be fireproof. The building will be 
erected on the biock plan with an extended 
north octagonal for the Circuit Court room, 
which is located in the third story and away 
from the noise and bustle of the street and 
city. The roof will be of red tile arranged in 
ornamental figures. The entrances are 
through large arches from all four sides at 
the grade level, while in addition to these on 
the south side a broad flight of steps will 
lead up to au open porch on the second story. 
The Sheriff is provided with a separate 
entrance for prisoners which leads up a stair- 
way to the court-roum and enters behind the 
bar. 

The first story is divided with the halls run- 
ning through each way, and on this floor are 
located the offices of the State’s-At- 
torney, Superintendent of Schools, Mas- 
ter in Chancery, and other rooms. 
From the first story two large stair- 
ways lead up to the rotundaon the secoad 
story. The second story is divided with a 
hall north and south, which gives aceess to 
the principal offices of the building. The 
County Clerk is in the southeast corner, with 
the Circuit Clerk opposite in the southwest 
corner, each provided with space for the pub- 
lic, general office, and large work- room. Ad- 
3 the Couaty Clerk’s office on the north 
is the County Treasurer’s office and north of 
this the Probate Court room, with 
Judges’ private room. North of the Cir- 
cuit Clerk is the Supervisor’s room with 
two committee rooms, and adjoining these is 
the Sheriff’s office, in which is located a cell 
for prisoners. The third story is reached by 
two stairways leading up on each side of the 
rotunda. The stairways and halls are lighted 
from the roof of the rotunda. The Circuit 
Court room is on this story, with law libra- 
ry, Judges’ room, waiting room for witnesses, 
and jury rooms adjoining the court room. 
The latter is provided with a large gallery, 
and is capable of seating 500 peopie. From 
the gallery floor stairs lead up to the tower. 

The building was designed by O. W. Marble 
of the firm of Bell & Marble of Chicago and 
the contract for construction was let to 
Charles A. Moses of the same city. The floors 
of all the halls are laid with marble and those 
of the rooms with red tile. The hallways will 
also have marble wainscoting. The windows 
will be of polished plate glass. The entire 
building will be lighted with electricity and 
heated with steam. It is the intention to 
decorate and finish the interior in a highly 
artistic manner. 


TWO PENSION FORGERS SENTENCED, 


They Plead Guilty at St. Louis of Cashing 


Another Man’s Vouchers. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 13.—[{Special.]— 
Joseph G. Webb and Thomas M. Baker, 
charged with fraudulently passing pension 
checks and forging and indorsing pension 
vouchers, pleaded guilty in the United States 
District Court today and were each fined $500 
and sentenced to one year in the penitentiary 
at Jefferson City.

BURGLARS TRAPPED BY A CAMERA, 


Photographed While at Work by an Auto- 
matic Device and Arrested. 

Granp Raprps, Mich., Nov. 13.—[ Special.] 
—Three burglars, trapped by electricity and 
the camera, today confessed to robbing the 
store of Foster, Stevens & Co., hardware, last 
night. For some time the firm has been a 
loser by persistent till-tapping, and all other 
devices failing two electricians arranged a 
camera focused on the cash drawer, and an 
electric connection was made with the Edi- 
son company’s plant to operate it. A burglar- 
alarm device was fitted in the cash drawer 80 
that when the till was opened the electric con- 
nection was made, and theshutter of the cam- 
era opened exposing the lens and at the 
same instant setting off a calcium flashlight.

COMMISSIONERS REACH MEMPHIS, 


They Look into the Cotton and Lumber 
Industries About Vicksburg, 

Mempnis, Tenn., Nov. 13.—The excursion 
of World’s Fair Commissioners from the 
Latin American republics reached Memphis 
at 6:30 o’clock tonight, after a stay of one 
day in Vicksburg. The members of the party 
were taken for a drive around Vicksburg to- 
day and fora short trip on the Mississippi 
River, ending with a visit to a cotton mill, 
where the plan of working cotton seed into 
merchantable oil was shown. The special 
train left Vicksburg at 11:30. in the mora- 
ing, stopping at a large sawmill and at a 
cotton gin, and reaching Memphis after a 
seven hours’ run. A special committee 
met the visitors at the depot and conducted 
them to the Gayoso Hotel, and they arrived 
just in time to see a big fire on the main street 
two blocks from the hotel. Tomorrow the 
Commissioners will be driven about the city 
and to the Tennessee club in the afternoon, 
where a reception and lunch will be given 
them. Wednesday morning they will be 
given a steamboat ride on the river and in the 
afternoon the special train will leave for Chi- 


cago. 


Sheriff Takes Washington Building. 


The Washington State Building jesterday 
morning passed into the hands of the Sheriff on 
an attachment suit commenced in the Superior 
Court by the Union National Bank, a writ of at- 
tachment having been sworn out and placed in 
the hands of Deputy Sheriff Jones. Suit was 
brought to secure the payment of checks and 
drafts amounting to $1,325 drawn by the Wash- 
ington World's Fair Commissioners, and which 
the Union National Bank had cashed and re- 
mitted to Tacoma for collection.

BALL WILL DROP AT NOON EACH DAY. 


Hydrographic Station Placed on the Top of 
the Masonic Temple. 

After Dec. 1 if any person in Chicago misses 
an engagement because his watch is wrong he 
will have only himself to blame. On and after 
that date a huge time ball on the top of the 
Masonic Temple will drop every day at pre- 
cisely 12 o’clock noon. This time service 
will be a branch of the United States Hydro- 
graphic Station. This station, the first to be 
established on the great lakes, was established 
several months ago, but owing to the World’s 
Fair little was done toward getting the station 
on a working basis. From now on the work 
of getting into practical shape will be pushed 
as fast as Congress grants money. 

The office is located on the sixteenth floor of 
the Masonic Temple and already the skippers 
of lake craft are beginning to find their way 
to the rooms. The Navy Departmeat, of 
which the hydrographic service is a part, has 
stations at all the great ports on the Atlantic 
seaboard, and no Captain starts on a trip 
across the ocean until he has visited one of 
these offices and secured the latest informa- 
tion to be found there, Every month the de- 
partment issues charts which contain a vast 
amount of information valuable to maritime 
service. They show the direction of the wind 
currents for month, the areas of calm and 
storm, where the fog banks will lie, the posi- 
tion of derelicts, and many other things. At 
the offices are to be found the latest charts of 
every harbor in the world. It has come to be 
as important to sailors as the securing of 
clearance papers. 

Sailors on the lakes, acknowledged one of 
the most dangerous bodies of water in the 
world, have never had the services of this 
useful branch of the Navy Department, and 
the station at Chicago is established as an ex- 
periment. If,itis found the people of the 
city and the Captains who make this port 
want the station continued it will remain; 
otherwise it will be abandoned, Cleveland 
and Duluth have petitioned Congress to es- 
tablish stations in those cities and this will 
probably be done. 

The electric system of timekeeping at the 
Chicago Station is being put in under the per- 
sonal supervision of Prof. Gardner, the inven- 
tor of the system. With the exception of the 
drop ball it will be the service that

will be received at the station and the station 
clocks carefully corrected. One hour later, 
at noon, Chicago, the ball on the roof of the 
building will be released. This bail will be 
the largest and placed at the greatest eleva- 
tion of any in America. It will be four feet 
six inches in diameter and will be placed 330 
feet above the sidewalk level. The station is 
in charge of Lieut. George P. Blow, who was 
formerly stationed at New York. He hopes 
to make the station as popular with the lake 
sailors as those on the coast are with the sait 
water men. At present there are no such 
maps of the lakes as there are of the oceans, 
and it will be one of the duties of this station 
and of others that may be established to se- 
cure such data that in time every portion of 
the lakes can be as accurately plotted every 
month as the oceans are now.

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WHEAT -RECEIPTS AT PRIMARY 
. MARKETS LESS BURDENSOME 


The Smaller Farmers’ Deliveries and In- 
creased Talk of Cash Business Bring 
a Fractional Recovery=The Visible Sup- 
ply About as Expected, While Local 
Stocks Show a Decrease=Cables Refuse 
to Advance New Corn Feared by Local 
Operators Other Markets. 


The wheat bulls ha ve looked long and earn- 
estly for a let-up in the flood of grain pouring 
into the Northwestern distributing centers, 
and, while often doubting and discouraged, 
refused to disbelieve the reports that farmers’ 
deliveries were really smaller. Yesterday 
they’ were rewarded for their confidence, at 
least temporarily, and with the help of a few 
other influences made the most of the situa- 
tion and worked the price fractionally higher. 
Duluth and Minneapols had but 1,411 cars, 
against 1,960 a week earlier and 1,689 a year 
ago. In ‘addition to the smaller movement 
from first hands, some help was derived 
from the local cash business. This 
was not large, but sufficient to afford 
hope of what may be and was instrumental 
in the early advance. The local stock 
report was also in this line. Instead of showing 
a steady increase there was a decrease for the 
week of 191.000 bu. The price of cash wheat 
was a little closer to-the December and the near 
deliveries showed considerable strength in 
Northwestern markets. The early hope of big 
charters was not realized, although these were 
above a recent average, at 135,000 bu. Armour 
bought some December and Charles H. Smith 
was on the buying side, The market was dull 
after the first hour, but stubbornly firm. The 
big Russian shipments of last week were made 
apparent in the increase of the amount on pass- 
“age to the extent of 1,128,000 bu. while Indian 
shipments were smaller. Liverpool was d lower 
and the continental cables indicated weakness.

Manager McLaren of the Royal Dead. 

A cable dispatch announces the death of John 
H. McLaren of Liverpool, who for over twenty- 
five years has been Chief Manager of the Royal 
Insurance company. Mr. McLaren had been con- 
sidered one of the leading underwriters of the 
world, anu among managers of foreign compa- 
nies was probably the best known in the country. 
One of the characteristics of his policy us an un- 
derwriter is illustrated by his attitude toward 
Chicago at the time of the fire. The departmeut 
here had just been established before the fire, 
and in fact no business had been written when 
the fire occurred. Manager McLaren did not al- 
low the fire to interfere in the least with arrange- 
ments for underwriting and ordered supplies 
here by wire. A few years later, when the prom- 
inent companies withdrew from the city, Mr. Me- 
Laren refused to join in the action. His train 
was received in the office of a prominent Seote 
company at Edinburg. He removed from Edin- 
burg to take charge of the affairs of the Royal 
twenty-five years ago. He made two visits to 
America, one in 1871 and one in 1881. Of the 
large family left by Mr. McLaren three sons are 
„ nf identified with insurance interests. 
Charles McLaren is the British manager for the 
Phoenix of Hartford, James McLaren is manager 
of the State of Liverpool, and William McLaren 
is Secretary of the Royal insurance company. 


Philadelphia Underwriters to Elect Officers. 


The annual meeting of the Fire Underwriters’ 
Association of Philadelphia will be held Friday. 
George E. Wagner will decline a reélection as 
President. For three years he was Vice-Presi- 
dent and Chairman of the Executive committee 
and seven years President of the association. As 
he has been. one of the hardest working members 
for years, and has done much to advance the bus- 
iness, it is probable he will be reélected despite 
his protest.

$370,072. A theater fire at Memphis is debited 
with a loss of $360,000 and a fire at Galena, Kas.., 
with $100,000. The fire waste for the month 
of October is placed by the same authority at 
over $9,500,000.

More Stringent Laws Needed. 


Chicago insurance men are in a somewhat 
peculiar position in reference to placing business 
in unlicensed companies. Although the agents 
of licensed companies pay to the State of Illinois 
in the neighborhood of $100,000 annually for 
taxes and licenses, to do business, there is not an 
instance on record where the Insurance Depart- 
ment has convicted and punished a single of- 
fender against the insurance laws. The better 
and more conservative agents decline to place 
insurance in unlicensed companies, but the 8 
in many instances that it is an outrage 
large business is permitted to be carried on in 
all sorts of worthless companies, by men who are 
not licensed by the State, the policies of which 
are of no value. 


Must Pay the Life Insurance. 

DusugqvE, Ia., Nov. 13.—{Special.]—The ap- 
pealed case of C. W. Robinson of this city vs. The 
New Jersey Mutual Life Insurance company was 
affirmed in the United States Court of Appeals 
at St. Paul today. The amount involved is 820, 
000 life insurance which the company decftied to 
cancel, refusing premium offered because of the 
precarious condition of Robinson's health. The 
latter when examined admitted the spitting of 
blood to the examining physician and the agents, 
which they interpreted to be within the purview 
of the question. His illness did not develop until 
a year after he had taken out his policy. The 
decision is a victory for Robinson.

REVOKES NORTHERN PACIFIC LEASES. 


Payment of Interest on Bonds of Branch 
Lines Avoided, 

Mrrwavxez, Wis., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 

The receivers of the Northern Pacific rail- 


road were today authorized by Judge Jenkins 
to revoke the leases by the Northern Pacific 
company with twenty-two branch lines and to 
enter into traffic arrangements with the same 
lines. Thie is done to enable the receivers to 
avoid paying the interest on the 
bonds and sinking funds, which they 
were required to do under the lease- 
holds. The receivers some time ago appointed 
George S. Baxter and James B. Williams to 
investivate the performance of the contracts 
and they reported that the receiv- 
ers would not be justified in paying the 
interest on the various bonds because the 
earnings of the road do not justify it. The 
branch lines have not earned enough 
to pay the interest and it has not 
been paid. The Northern Pacific has lost 
$1,950,611 from the operation of these 
branch lines for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1893, and a considerable sum since that 
date. This amount represents the deficit and 
operating expenses. The branch lines have 
no equipment or rolling stock to operate them 
separately, anda majority of their capital 
stock is owned by the Northern Pacific. The 
deficit from the different branches is as fol- 
lows:

Chief of Police Brennan hardly xnew what 
to think of such a statement made in so pub- 
lic a place as Central Music Hall. He read 
and reread the paragraph and then said: 

Iam not a lawyer and cannot say whether in 
the eyes of the law such statement is incendiary, 
I do not know that the law makes a man answer- 
able for such a statement. If it and I am 
advised to place Mr. Morgan under arrest, of 
course I will do my duty. 

Assistant Corporation Consul Zeigler said: 

Iam well acquainted with Mr. Morgan and I 
cannot believe he made such statements, and I do 
believe he must have been misunderstood. There 
is no lawinthis State which makes a man di- 
rectly liable for incendiary speeches, as I read 
the law. The law in the Anarchists’ cases was 
that, if a man acting on the advice of a maker of 
incendiary speeches commi a crime, 
speaker might be held for it. 

The civic church idea of Editor Stead was 
the subject before the Congregational minis- 
ters’ meeting yesterday morning.

Altgeld Says There Is Ne Anarchy Here. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 13.—([Special.]— 
„% There were no conditions on which I r- 
doned Fielden, Schwab, and Neebe,”’ said — 
John P. Altgeld today. Lou may say, fur- 
thermore, that there are no Anarchists in Chi- 
cago or Illinois. This talk of anarchy all 
comes from —— Fv ge a ee and — 
to end. In giving pardons to Fielden, Neebe, 
and Schwab I did so because I thought the 
men innocent and not guilty of the crime 
charged and for which they were 
found guilty and sentenced. I did not 
place a single condition upon their 
pardon. There is not a single Anarchist in 
this whole State of Iliinois, You may say 
that this matter of anarchy is result of 
too much newspaper talk and airing. If the 
papers would stop you would hear no more 
of anarchy in Illinois. Themen holding these 
meetings are mostly laboring men, men of 
Some of them are 
wealthy—property-holders—and all of them 
are good citizens. They have a right to their 
own viewsin all matters and a-right to ex- 
press themselves without goi into any dan- 
gerous subjects. When such speeches are 
made it is not right to term them ‘ anarchistic 
speeches.’ No, sir; there is not one Anarch. 
ist in the great State of Illinois, not one.” 
The Governor said he had not read of the 
meeting held in Chicago yesterday or Satur- 
day, and asked the reporter what was said by 
Fielden and Schwab. When told he said: 
And they call that anarchy? There seemed 
nothing*wrong in the speeches, did there? 


ANARCHISTS COMMEND GOV. ALTGELD. 


He Is Alluded to as a Brave Man Worthy 
of the Reds Support. 

Some 200 people, almost entirely German, 
and among them many women, gathered in 
Aurora Turner Hall last night to hold a mass- 
meeting as was announced in the printed in- 
vitation In honor of the murdered martyrs 
for the workingmen’s emancipation Nov. 11, 
1887.“ H. Nelson presided and Lucy Par- 
sons occupied a place on the platform. 
Samuel Fielden, the first speaker, paid trib- 
ute to his dead comrades in much the usual 
fashion and there was not much demonstra- 
tion. When Oscar Neebe, however, spoke in 
German he seemed to strike the keynote of 
feeling in the audience, and received cordial 
signs of approval both by voice and hand. 

While much in earnest and deeply affected 
at times his utterances were in the main much 


more temperate than could have been ex- 
pected. His tribute to the merits of the dead 
and assertions of their innocence were ap- 
plauded, and then when he lauded the course 
of the Arbeiter Zeitung and told them they 
must support it for the stand it hadttaken for 
the dead and the prisoners the clapping of 
hands was more vigoroli# than before. The 
climax was reached when at last he referred 
to Gov, Altgeld as their only triend in power, 
and the man of all men they must perpetuate 
in power, and shouts of approval came from 
men and women all over the hall. ‘ 

Thomas Holmes, in English, joined his 
tribute to those whom he said were unjustly 
imprisoned and released by the brave act of 
one man. Though the State had, or rather 
the Governor, no thanks to the State, had 
made partial reparation by the giving of their 
liberty to their friends, no act could repay 
them for more than six years’ confinement to 
a living tomb, or repair the intense agony and 
suffering of the dear friends who had 
mourned them as dead, the widows and chil- 
dren of the dead. But he was certain the 
law of retribution would work itself out. He 
continued: 

That good man, Editor Stead, was quite will- 
ing we should declare what the wrongs of society 
are and what methods we should employ to wipe 
out these wrongs. but not to allow any allusion 
to the terrible calamity that might befall if these 
wrongs are not wiped out. The miners in En- 
gland are now reported as starving on one meal 
a day and the papers complacently remarked 
that there was no violence.“ Why? Because 
they were starved into submission. Must 
they submit to that? [Cries of no, and applause. | 
As long as such injustice exists we will have 
reprisals such as are now happening in some 
parts of the world! 1 and a voice, He 
means Barcelona.] Men who have had all the 
manhood wiped out of them and are starved 
into mere brutes, when such men as these be- 
come possessed of the idea that they can execute 
a 1 they will do it, and not by the mild- 
est measures either. [Applause] Many things 
now taking place in this city should give us the 
greatest hopes for the future. Every 
year has enabled us to reach those people 
whom we would have given a great deal to reach 
some years ago, and we are now able to sow seed 
among intelligent people which will bring forth 
good fruit. it sometimes makes me hope we may 

able to solve these great living questions in a 
quiet manner, but sometimes when I see the op- 
pressions, wrongs, and injustice which the poor 
are suffering, I fear much there will be a renewal 
of the just law of retribution. [Applause.] If 
we can only keep the issue before the people that 
labor creates all wealth, it will be easy for 
intelligent people to see that labor should 
and must control it. I believe that then a new 
civilization will dawn for us, when labor once 
has control of that it creates and knows enough 
to keep it, then never more will there be need to 
strike for.more wages or less hours, or suffer as 
the English miners are suffering, and all will 
feel that they are living in a world fit to live in. 

N. Lutt then spoke in German and was fre- 
quently applauded when he alluded to the 
Anarchists dead and in 1 the conduct of 
Capts. Bonfield and Shaack, the capitalistic 
press and public, and also when he warmly 
commended Gov. Altgeld as one of themselves

Tommy Mondan resorted to the old pathos 


dodge at the Stead meeting Sunday to stir up 
a little feeling in favor of his friends, the 


Anarchists. The following extract from his 


speech will illustrate: 

I received a telegram from Mr. Stead this af ter- 
noon to bring Sam Fielden. [Applause.] I tried 
to obey. I sought out his home on West Polk 
street.. I wonder if any of you live on West Polk 
street? If you do you would like to get out. In 
two miserable rooms in the second flat back I 
found Mrs. Fielden and the children. I asked: 

„Where's Sam?“ 

She replied: ‘* He's out at work.“ 

“ When will he be home?” 

„Between 8 and 9 o'clock.” She said he went 
to work at 5 o’clock, She got up at 4 to get 
breakfast. She said: 

The poor man could get naught else to do.“ 

The following extract from a report in the 
Herald. of Mr. Stead’s doimgs will demon- 
strate how truthful is Tommy: 

Seated at a table in the dining-room of the 
Auditorium Annex yesterday [Sunday] morning 
were two men who fora certain period of their 
lives had not lived on the dainty food which was 
being served by polite waiters on delicate china. 
They had been accustomed to skilly out of a tiu 
cay and sinkers which were by no means palata- 
ble. W. T. Stead. editor of the Review of Re- 
views, was one of these men, and he had invited 
Sam Fielden, who has passed some six years in 
Joliet on account of the haymarket riot, to 
breakfast with him. Their conversation was on 
a way to reform Chicago, for both are philan- 
thropists in their way. and it has been in a great 
measure owing to their advanced ideas as to 
what was good for civilization that they had been 
inmates of prisons. 

A pleasant time was spent, but Fielden had to 
leave early to go to Waldheim to assist at the 
ceremonies over the Anarchists buriea there, 
while Mr. Stead made preparations for his con- 
ferences. 

He did 
not intend to work. Had he not been to 
breakfast with Mr. Stead he doubtless would 
have been engaged preparing for the Anarch- 
ist demonstration. at Waldheim, which he 
subsequently attended.

CLEVELAND'S UNPATRIOTIC HAWAIIAN 
POLICY, 

The dusky Queen of Hawaii is naturally de- 
lighted with the determination of President 
Cleveland to overthrow the existing govern- 
ment there and replace this semi-savage on 
the Kanaka throne. The animating reason 
of Cleveland and his Cabinet for rejecting the 
proffered annexation of the Sandwich Islands 
to the United States by the respon- 
sible. people thereof undoubtedly was 
their desire to antagonize and nullify for 
partisan motives what the Republican 
administration of Harrison had done toward 
securing this valuable acquisition of territory 
and commercial advantage for our country, 
but it will pain and shock many Democrats 
to witness their President and Cabinet 
deliberately overthrowing the American ad- 
ministration of the island and restoring the 
dusky tyrannical despot to power and rule 
over the Americans and to trample iree 
government in the dust. It will not look 
well. The people fit to administer self- 
government and promote the welfare and 
progress of the island group are those now in 
political control there. The strange action 
of Cleveland will substitute a bad for a good 
government,a half-civilized for an enlight- 
ened one, and put the educated, 
capable, _ self-governing, property-own- 
ing, businese-directing element of the 
islands under the rule of aborigines 
infinitely their inferiors in governmental ca- 
pacity and intellectual development. This is 
hardly in accordance with Democratic tradi- 
tions and practices. Foreign nations are 
greatly surprited and puzzled to account for 
Cleveland’s reversal of his predecessof’s poli- 
cy and refusal to accept this desirable group 
of Pacific islands. 

~ Discussing the anomalous conduct of the 
Democratic high functionary, the London 
News, chief organ of the Gladstone govern- 
ment, says: 

The American Government and people have 
acted in the Hawaiian matter with astonishing 
self-control. Hawaii was theirs if they cared to 
stretch their hands forit. They wanted Hawaii 
and were aware that other powers coveted it, yet 
President Cleveland refused to take it. Such is 
the strength of the national tradition against the 
policy of colonizing. No nation opposed annexa- 
tion, yet Cleveland hasthrown away what was 
in our hands for nearly a year, the key of the Pa- 
cific and the sugar bowl of the Pacific slope, in 
order to wound his predecessor in office and spite 
the Republican party. 

The London News is greatly mistaken in 
supposing that this refusal to accept Hawaii 
when tendered by the responsible and capable 
citizens is in accordance with the national tra- 
dition. It is exactly the contrary. From the 
Revolution down the national policy has been 
to acquire territory and colonize it. Some 
of the territory was obtained from Britain 
by negotiations; some from Spain by pur- 
chases, a vaster area from Mexico by war and 
conquest, with a small money payment 
thrown in to make the title read more regu- 
lar; vast districts were obtained by purchase 
and war from the aborigines; Texas, which is 
as large as France and belonged to Mexico, 
was first colonized by the South under Sam 
Houston, Davy Crockett; and other Ameri- 
cans, who declared it independent of Mexico, 
received thousands of American riflemen 
to help fight the Mexicans, defeated them, set 
up the Lone Star government, offered: to an- 
nex to the American Union and were gladly 
taken in, and since then have formed the State 
of Texas in our National Union. A score of 
years later this country bought from Russia 
Alaska, containing half a million square 
miles, and in none of the foregomg acquisi- 
tions was the question ever submitted or 
left to the popular vote of the resident inhab- 
itants. The French of Louisiana, the Span- 
iards of Florida, the Mexicans of New Mexico 
or California were not consulted or allowed 
to vote on their annexation to the United 
States, nor were the Russians of Alaska, nor 
the Indians of the Northwest, or far West, or 
Southwest, or Pacific slope; nor were the 
Creeks, Choctaws, Cherokees, Chickasaws, or 
other Indian tribes allowed to vote on the 
question of being dispossessed of their lands 
and deported beyond the Missouri River. 

The Sandwich Islands naturally belong to 
the United States, whose missionaries con- 
verted the natives from cannibalism to Chris- 
tianity and conferred on them all the civiliza- 
tion they possess. Nearly all the commerce 
and industries of the group of islands is car- 
ried on by Americans. The shipping be- 
longs to them; the sugar plantations 
are theirs; nine-tenths of the commerce is 
ia their hands. They furnish employment to 
nine-tenths of those who work for wages, The 
Americans constitute three-quarters of the 
capable, brainy, intelligent inhabitants who 
carry on business and are fit for self- 
government. The remaining quarter of 
capable inhabitants is composed of Brit- 
ish and Germans, and the latter 
favor annexation to the United States and 
the former want to make a British crown col- 
ony of the island, and Cleveland is playing 
into their hands as much as he can. 

As the matter stands it is in the Presi- 
dent’s powerto prevent the acquisition of 
this fine, valuable group of American islands 
to this country. The true policy would be to 
ratify the Harrison treaty of annexation and 
then to unite them as a county to California, 
to be governed by its statutes for 
all State and municipal purposes. The 
terms of annexation should provide that 
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the group shall have one Representative in 
Congress until such time as its population 
would entitle it to more, but even if this pro- 
vision were omitted political usage of Cali- 
fornia parties would send one member of 
Congress from the Sandwich Islands. It is 
argued by all anti-annexationists that in the 
event of war with Great Britain we would lose 
the islaridsjas she could dispose of more war ves- 
sels on the Pacific than we and could capture 
the islands. While she would be trying to do 
that she would be losing her Canadian colo- 
nies from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and she 
could make no treaty of peace with the Amer- 
icans unless she restored those ialands. 
Britain is never going to war with America 
until she desires to get rid of her North 
American possessions. The Democrats will 
not find that the President has pursued a 
popular or patriotic course in relation to the 
Hawaiian group. 


MR. STEAD’S MEETING. 


When Mr. Stead announced that he pro- 


posed to have a meeting of sinners at the 
Music Hall, and that he personally and by 
circular letter had invited the fallen women 
and fallen men of the Levee and other dis- 
reputable resorts to attend and state their 
grievances, considerable interest was mani- 
fested in this unusual assemblage as well as 
anxiety to know what their grievances were 
and what they proposed should be done to re- 
move them. Mr. Stead hashad his meeting, 
but for some reason, which Mr. Stead himself 
possibly best can explain, the sinners were not 
there. They did not even go through the for- 
mality of sending regrets, but simply staid 
away, being otherwise ed. There were 
labor agitators, preac „ temperance peo- 
ple, Socialists, charity workers, politicians, 
King’s Daughters and Queen’s Daughters, rant- 
ers and spouters, Anarchists and law and 
order people, but the Levee people were con- 
spicuous by their absence. 

The meeting, therefore, did not take the 
turn that was expected, but it was none the 
less lively, picturesque, and grotesque on that 
account. Sam Fielden struck its keynote 
when he affirmed there could be no reform 
until the devil was driven out of @hicago. As 
Mr. Stead had been disappointed in the trend 
of the meeting, in the nature of its attendance, 
and in his intention to run a meeting which 
was bound to run itself, being a free for all, 
he gladly accepted Fielden's colossal proposi- 
tion and called for opinions as to the best 
methods of driving the devil out of Chicago. 
The opinions were not wanting, and the audi- 


ence manifested characteristic Chicago gen- 


erosity in supplying them, for every man and 
woman present had come with his or her 
litule antidote for the evils of the time, thor- 
oughly convinced it was the only cure and 
that all others were nostrums. It would be 
impossible to enumerate them all, but there 
were seventeen remedies conspicuously sug- 
gasted no cure, no pay. Dynamite bombs 
promiscuously thrown and involving the 
slaughter of innocent men, women, and chil- 
dren were a favorite remedy with some. Others 
found the antidote in free silver with which to 
cheat creditors and workingmen. Reforming 
the police was a favorite remedy. Another 
favored shutting up the churches, Still an- 
other was convinced that the only persons 
who could be relied upon to correct existing 
evils were the fallen women, the saloonkeep- 
ers, and the toughs of the Levee—a job which 
they undoubtedly would like to have in- 
trusted to them. Another, who may have 
spoken from experience, wanted the bride- 
well abolished, Still others would change the 
whole system of producing and distributing 
wealth. Some of the labor agitators wanted 
an association of the unions for combined 
assault upon the churches, One brother, 
whose remarks did not elicit much enthusiasm, 
would have the workingmen more enlight- 
ened, and one sister dogmatically declared 
the only hope was in the organization of labor 
bureaus in every town and village. A relig- 
ious fanatic saw a ray of light ahead in down- 
ing the Roman Catholics and antichrist. 
Philanthropy and love were suggested, but 
these remedies were not drastic enough to 
suit the crowd. One vigorous sister urged 
prohibition, and was offset by an equally vig- 
orous brother who was of opinion that beer 
was the elixir of life and the universal pan- 
acea. If the meeting had been longer there 
would have been more remedies, but the gen- 
erosity of the audience was interrupted by 
Mr. Stead, who suggested the following reso- 
lution as the first step towards driving out the 
devil: 


Resolved, That it is the opinion of this meet- 


ing that the formation of a civic federation is 
feasible and practical, and that a committee of 
twenty-one, known as the Temporary Organiza- 
tion committee, be appoi by the following 
representative citizens: Vice-President O’Brien 
of Labor Federation for labor, Prof. Bemis of 
Chicago University for education, T. W. Harvey 
for commercial interests, and Dr. Thomas for re- 
ligious interests. 


The four gentlemen named above have a 
task at once difficult and delicate before them 
in selecting the twenty-one devil-chasers who 
are to take charge of the civic federation. 
Whatever else may be said of the devil he is 
smart, cunning, alert. and industrious, and 
has had thousands of years of experience and 
knows more than the whole civic federation. 
He is not an eight-hour man, but works the 
whole twenty-four hours three hundred and 
sixty-five days in the year, and just now un- 
doubtedly he is chuckling in his sleeve at this 
performance Sunday, as well as the sinners 
who staid away from Mr. Stead’s meeting. 
Messrs, O’Brien, Bemis, Harvey, and Thomas 
have no small job before them. They must 
be wise as serpents and alert as eels. If, how- 
ever, they can devise any way to drive the 
devil out of the city limits and keep him out 
Tue Trreune will rejoice and lend a hand. 
But let them not underestimate the difficulty 
of their task or listen to every one who has a 
patent remedy for accomplishing it, whether it 
be Stead or any one else. Mr. Stead’s self- 
interested illumination and disorderly and 
slipshod mental processes do not offer a reli- 
able basis for action in any contest with 
Satan, who has several centuries yet of free 
range before he is to be bound. If the com- 
mittee goes to work on the Stead system it 
will be routed at the first onset.

They tried to plunder stores, If the police 
had not dispersed them, if the Mayor had not 
told them to keep off the Lake-Front where 
they went to listen to incendiary harangues 
from men who never work except with their 
mouths, the business part of the city would 
have been under mob law. | |

MAYOR HARRISON’S WILL. 

At the meeting of the State Bar Association 
at Springfield nearly a year ago Lyman Trum- 
bull called the attention of the members to 
various absurdities in the IIlinois law which 
ought to be wiped out. Among them was 
what is known as the rule in Shelley's case, 
the blind adherence to which in this State has 
defeated often the positive directions and 
manifest intentions of persons who disposed 
of their property by will or deed; During the 
session of the last General Assembly this 
paper called the attention of the members to 
Mr. Trumbull’s wise suggestion, but no atten- 
tion was paid to it. 

Mayor Harrison’s will, which was printed 
last Saturday, furnishes a striking illustration 
of the folly of hanging on to a rule of con- 
struction which has lost what merit it had, if 
it ever had any. Mr. Harrison, who had had 
a good legal education, though he had not 
paid much attention to law matters for many 
yeara, wrote his own will. He provided, for 
the division of his property between his four 
children and said: 

Such share I bequeath to each of my children 
respectively, or to his or her issue; to have and to 
hold such share and the property therein con- 
tained as follows—to-wit: One-half of each share 
and of the property therein contained for and 
during his, her, or their natural life; and on his, 
her, or their death to the heirs of the body of my 
child or children so deceased. Meaning and in- 
tending thereby to give to each of my children or 
to his or her lawful issue the absolute control of 
one-half of his, her, or their share of my estate, 
and to give only a life estate of the other half. 
Nothing can be plainer than this. He 
meant that each of his children should have 
the absolute ownership of one-half of his or 
her share, but should have only the use or in- 
come of the other half during life, that half to 
go at death fo the grandchild or grand- 
children, who thus would surely be provided 
for. 

Yet if the Illinois Supreme Court were 
called on to construe this clause of the will it 
would say that Mr. Harrison’s provision for 
his grandchildren was worthless and that his 
children were absolute owners of their 
respective shares, not bécause his meaning 
was obscure, but because he had used the 
wrong word. If he had said that his ‘‘ grand- 
children or the sons and daughter.” of 
his children were to inherit then his intention 
could be carried out, but since he happened 
to use the word heirs his wishes must be 
disregarded. The court would say that as he 
used the word heirs he must be assumed to 
be aware of what he certainly was not aware 
of—the peculiar way in which the Illinois 
courts would construe it if used in that 
manner. 

It may be said that if Mr. Harrison had not 
trusted to his own legal knowledge and had 
employed a lawyer to draw his will for him 
this error would not have occurred. That is 
true if he had hired the services of a good 
lawyer. Of those who practice their profes- 
sion in this State many are quite as ignorant 
of the rule in Shelley’s case as Mayor Harri- 
son was, and are quite likely to use the word 
„ beir where it should not be used because 
it has such a fine legal sound. 

Mr. Pence says that a few years ago he and 
some other lawyers tried to get this rule re- 
pealed by the Legislature, but that the com- 
mittee refused to report favorably a bill for 
that purpose, stating that the rule in question 
was n sheet-anchor of justice.“ Any man 
can see that in this last case it might be made 
the means of working great injustice. Mayor 
Harrison’s children will respect their father’s 
wishes, but they are under no obligation to do 
so. The next Legislature should repeal the 
rule in Shelley’s case.

ALTGELD COURTS THE FREE SILVERITES. 
The New York World, having asked Gov. 
Altgeld for his opinion as to the cause of the 
result of the recent election, that individual, 
who himself was beaten so badly last Tues. 
day in his own city and county, said that the 
Democrats came to grief in the Northern 
States because of the natural reaction from 
the victories of last year; because of the 
hard times; and because instead of calling 
Congress together in April to revise the tariff

Here are singular statements to come from 
a man who is so much in favor of the single 
gold standard in his own private affairs that 
he requires his tenants to pay their rents in 
gold. He will not accept silver from them 
even though it be maintained at par. He 
adds to the amount of work which he alleges 
gold is inadequate to perform by insisting on 
being paid in that metal. a 

If he has any familiarity with the history of 
the United States he knows that while it has 
used silver aga money metal from the com- 
mencement he has never known the time ex- 
cept during the depreciated: greenback era 


| when gold was not the standard of value in 


this country. The single gold standard pre- 
vailed prior to the passage of the Sherman 


law. That law left it in force, though its 


workings would in time have displaced it for 
the single silver standard. The repeal of the 
silver purchase clauses of that law simply in- 
sures the perpetuity of the gold standard. 

Nor is it true that the people believe Con- 
gress went in pursuit of a false god when it 
set about repealing the silver purchase clauses. 
The defeat of the Populists in Virginia, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, South Dakota, and Colorado 
shows the strength of the cause of repeal. 
The defeat of the Democrats in the Eastern 
States was due not to what Congress did, but 
to its slowness in doing it and the delay to 
act on the part of the administration. Demo- 
cratic inertness when a great danger was im- 
pending and the evident unsoundness of so 
large a portion of the party on the monetary 
question alarmed and disgusted the voters. 
OAltgeld might have attacked Cleveland for 
not acting more promptly. By attacking him 
for demanding the cessation of silver pur- 
chases Altgeld bids for the support of the free 
silver element of the Illinois Democracy. He 
has the and the Socialists. Now 
he wants the free silverites. He will be the 
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Germans who voted for Altgeld last year. 
They are solid for good money im this and in 
other States. They want no cheating of cred- 
itors or of workingmen with silver dollars 
which would have the purchasing power which 
the half dollar has now. They are pleased 
that the gold standard has been preserved and 
that for every dollar deposited by them in 
savings banks or commercial banks, or in- 
vested in building associations, they will get 
back 100 cents instead of 50 cents. And yet 
here is a Governor with a German name, but 
not with German principles, who comes out 
on the side of the free-silverites and asks for 
the support of the bad money faction of the 
Illinois Democracy for the Senatorship. 


THE REGISTRATION REVISION. 

The senior Democratic organ indulges. in 
the following misleading and indeed unfound- 
ed comments on the recent revision of the 
registration in this city: 

Republican mgnagers are ‘chuckling in their 
sleeves at the smartness of the trick they played 
through Republjean clerks upon tens of thou- 
sands of Democratic electors. They sent them 
suspect notices. Many of the legitimately regis- 
tered voters sought the office of the Election 
Commissioners upon the appointed day to see 
that they were not made victims of this Repub- 
lican conspiracy, but the day appointed was 
given over to the funeral of the chief magistrate 
of the city, and for all ordinary purposes there 
was no access to the City Hall, in which the Elec- 
tion Commissioners have their office. The trick 
was successful in disfranchising many men, and 
these cannot now get upon the registry list until 
there is another day of registration, unless, hav- 
ing moved into a new district from one in which 
they were registered, they present an affidavit on 
election day to that effect. 

Now what are the facts: In every precinct 
of the city there isa Democratic clerk. The 
so-called suspect notices could not be sent 
out without the sanction of the Democratic 
clerk of the precinct. If the Republican clerk 


sent them out on his own responsibility they 
would not count. Those notices requested 
the person to whom they were addressed to 
call at the polling place of the precinct of his 
residence or former residence between 6 
o’ciock and 10 o’clock Saturday evening to 
give reasons why he should not be stricken 
off the registry under the law. ‘Hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, appeared in response to 
the notices and made good their claims to be 
kept on the. registry. It was only in cases 
where the decision was against the persons 
who got the notices that they had the right to 
appeal to the Election Board the followmg 


week. The number of those appeals in the, 


past has not been great. It never exceeded 
500. The tens of thousands exist only in 
the imagination of the senior Democratic 
organ. Election Commissioner Keenan, a 
Democrat, sat during the entire day of the 
Mayor’s funeral in the Election Commis- 
sioners’ office restoring the names of Demo- 
crats who appealed to him. There was no ob- 
jection. The alleged Republican Commis- 
sioner whose duty it was to be present did not 
appear. At the close of the day Mr. Keenan 
told the representative of the City Press As 
sociation that hundreds ef Democrats had 
been restored-as many as on any similar

Is Mr. Morgan 
really of the opinion that if the well-to-do 
people of this city are not affected by the 
pleadings of Mr. Stead somebody ought to 
use dynamite to blow them out or up? Is Mr. 
Stead such an incarnation of wisdom in Mor- 
gan’s eyes thata failure torun the city ac- 
cording to his wishes should be resented by 
the use of explosives? Mr. Stead himeelf is 
not of that opinion, for he said disapprov- 
ingly— 

There are men in Chicago with a homicidal 
taint in their blood to whom tne mere mention of 
dynamite might come with a force of a hypnotic 
suggestion. 

There were cranks at the Music Hall meet- 
ing. Supposing one of them after hearing 
Morgan talk about a desperate man at Bar- 
celona who felt the injustice inflicted on his 
fellows’’ were to ask what he did, and finding 
that he threw a bomb in a crowded theater as 
a protest against existing social conditions, 
killing thirty people, were to go into a Chica- 
go theater a da; or two hence and throwa 
bomb, would not Morgan feel that his 
prophecy had worked out its own fulfillment? 
Would not he feel that it is unwise to put 
ideas into the heads of weak-minded people? 

Tommy is altogether too imprudent in his 
language when he gets heated with the fire of 
oratory. It was unnecessary for him to sug- 
gest or to prophesy dynamite. What good 
has that article ever done the workingmen 
that he should be harping on it continually, 
especially when cranks of the Prendergast 
type are around?

Interspersed with these are the follow 
ing projections on the screen: Lunar inhabit- 
ants, the explosive age of the moon, illustrations 
of how ring mountains are formed, the meteors 
of 1833, the remains of lost comets, and various 
views of lunar topography. Hooley's Theater 
was well filled yesterday dfternoon and it is 
probable that the interest will continue during 
the entire series.

Loxbox, Nov. 18.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the New York Times.]—The European back- 
ers of the Brazilian insurgents are pouring 
out gold by the millions in the hope that Ad- 
miral Mello may overthrow the republic. 
Recent reports that the Brazilian Government 
has teen strengthening its fleet by the pur- 
chase of vessels in Germany have aroused the 
monarchists to greater exertions than ever. 
Two days ago a report came from Berlin that 
an agent of President Peixoto had purchased 
five fast seagoing vessels from the Schichan 
shipbuilding yards at Elbing and would fit 
them out as warships as the representatives 
of the republic are fitting out the vessels pur- 
chased in the United States. 

Loxpox, Nov. 13.—Members of the Brazil- 
jan Legation here have nothing from 
Rio Janeiro as to President Peixoto’s reviving 
martial law or Admiral Mello’s preparing to 
bombard the city again. They discredit the 
current reports on both subjects. A dispatch 
from Paris says that the Brazilian Minister 
there declined today to make any statement 
as to his latest advices from Rio Janeiro. A. 
N. Feitosa, Secretary of Legation in Paris, 
said today that he discredited all reports of 
Admiral Mello’s receiving financial aid from 
the Count d' Eu. Dom Pedro’s son-in-law. 

“All the Orleans Princes are skinflints,“ 
said Senor Feitosa. Duke de Nemours, 
d’Eu’s father, would never advance his son 
mopey with which to attempt the conquest of 
Brazil. Iam convinced that the Count has 
no hope of the restoration of the empire.”’ 

Sefior Guonabara, formerly Brazilian Dep- 
uty and at the same time editor of the Journal 
Commercio in Rio Janeiro, said today in 
Paris: 

I should not be a bit surprised if Admiral 
Mello began the revolution on his own ac- 
count.

THINKS MELLO A STRONG MAN, 


Brazilian Minister Discusses the 
Phases of the Revolution. 


Panis, Nov, 13.—Baron Penedo, who was 
Brazilian Minister to the United States for 
several years during the régime of the Em- 
peror Dom Pedro, today disclaimed al! 
knowledge of the movements or policy of 
Admiral Mello, whois in command of the 
rebel Brazilian fleet, and said he had no in- 
formation as to the truth or falsity of the re- 
ports that the object of the rebellion was to 
restore the monarchy in Brazil. He added 
that the rebellion was no child’s play; on 
the contrary, it was a serious move- 
ment. It was difficult to fore- 
see what the issue would 
be. Admiral Mello appeared to possess the 
sinews of war, although Baron Penedo de- 
clared he could not say where he obtained 
them. Unlike President Peixoto, the insur- 
gents have no State Treasury at their disposal, 
yet they were spending large sums of money. 
Baron Penedo further said he knew Admiral 
Mello and considered him strong intellectual- 
ly dnd tenacious of purpose. He is a good 
man, the Baron concluded, and he knew ex- 
actly what he was doing, He is not the sort 
of man to embark upon a chimerical enter- 
prise. 

New York, Nov. 13.—[Special.]—Salvador 
Mendonca,the Brazilian Minister, said tonight 
that the cablegram from Paris published to- 
day setting forth the views of Baron de Peledo 
on the situation in Brazil and the position 
taken by Admiral Mello was, in his opinion, 
of great importance, as it connected the 
Rebel Admiral with the desire of the imperial- 
ists to reéstablish a monarchy in Brazil.

HUNDREDS DROWNED IN 4 FLOOD. 


Disaster in Japan That Destroys Many 
Lives and Much Property. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., Nov. 138.—The steamer 
China brings the news of twosevere calamities 
in Japan. One was a flood at Oita, in which 
800 people were drowned and over 2,000

The Tsurusakigaiva 
River burst its banks and carried many houses 
to sea. In all sections innumerable bodies of 
men and cattle are to be seen in heaps. At 
Moji twenty-four vessels foundered. Off Tan- 
owia seven others were wrecked and the crews 
were seen clinging to the topmasts and crying 
for help, but no help could be given and they 
sank into the sea. The total number of 
wrecked vessels in that neighborhood cannot 
be much under seventy. 

At Osaka 60 or 70 junks and fishing boats 
foundered. At Port cf Tanoura 16 junks 
were smashed to pieces. At Nagasaki 18 or 
20 junks went ashore and most of them ere 
broken beyond repair. The Mitsu Bishi col- 
lieries alone have lost 11 junks sunk and 19 
damaged and at the mines 7 sunk and 5 
damaged, About 20 cargo boats have also 
been lost. Reported loss of life is 30, but 
this is not yet confirmed. 

At Kawabe water rose 18 feet and embank- 
ments were burst in 10 places. The total 
number of houses carried away at Kawabe 
and other villages is about 400 and the fate 
of 200 persons is uncertain. From re- 
ports in neighboring places Tamajima ap- 
pears to have suffered terribly, embankments 
having burst in Kayo and Kuboya districts, in 
the latter of which 400 houses were carried 
away. | 

The following are returns of the outcome of 
the inundation up to Oct, 21:

BOOKMAKERS DRUGGED AND ROBBED 


Ben Hyams, the Latest Victim of a Con- 
spiracy, Loses £2,000, 

Loxpox, Nov. 13.—Ben Hyams, a _ well- 
known London bookmaker, who had been at- 
tending the Liverpool autumn race meeting, 
was drugged ata leading Liverpool hotel 
Saturday, and while unconscioug was robbed 
of £2,000. An investigation into the case 
has disclosed a long series of similar robber- 
ies of sportsmen at the Scarborough, Man- 
chester, and Doncaster race meetings. The 
chief victims have been bookmakers who have 
been rehdered unconscious by the use of ether 
and then robbed of their money. The evi- 
dence points to the crimes being the work of 
an organized gang, the members of which fol- 
low the races and ingratiate themselves with 
the winning bookmakers. Though this fact 
has been established, the police have no evi- 
dence upon which to make arrests; in fact, 
they have no trace whatever of the thieves. 


Plans for Mrs. Roosevelt’s Funeral. 

The remains of Mrs. J. Roosevelt Roosevelt 
will be temporarily interred in the Ascot 
churchyard. The services will be held 
Wednesday, the vicar officiating. Subse- 
quently the remains will be taken to New 
York for final interment in the family vault. 
A flood of telegrams of condolence and sym- 
pathy is pouring into the American Embassy 
and the Roosevelt residence at Heathfield. 
The funeral will be private, but the officials 
of the embassy will ettend. Mr. Roosevelt 
will probably not resume his duties at the 
embassy immediately. 

Brazil Will Respect Contracts. 

Gen. Beadle, presiding today at a meeting 
of the English shareholders of the Conde d’Eu 
railway company, advised the shareholders 
to take no more notice of the revolution in 
Brazil than of the daily revolution of the 
earth. The Brazilian Government, he said, 
paid dividends on the securities of the com- 
pany with the utmost regularity. ‘The first 
act of the new government when taking 
power had been to assure them that all con- 
tract rights would be respected. The coun- 
try, he added, was internally prosperous, and 


the traffic of the railway had increased. 


Protest Against the Massacre. 
Henry Labouchere, the well-known Radical 
«member of Parliament, who, almost single- 
handed in London, is waginga war against 
the British South Africa company ahd 
against its methods as displayed in what he 
terms the massacre of Africans, has written a 
letter on the subject for publication in the 
newspapers. He says that, basing his calcu- 
lations upon the reports received from South 
Africa, the Matabele, whose country, Mr. 
Labouchere charges, the company is seeking 
to obtain possession of, have lost already in 
the fighting with the British 30,000 men 
killed or wounded, against a lost of half a 
dozen filibusters. This, Mr. Labouchere em- 
phatieally declares, isa battu, not war. He 
concludes with the statement that it isa dis- 
grace to the Liberals for the government to 
permit such wholesale murder. 


Retains the Honor ‘Without Pay. 

In the House of Commons today Sir Charles 
Russell, the Attorney-General, stated in reply 
to a question that the Duke of Edinburg, who 
is now the reigning Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, and who prior to his accession was an 
Admiral of the fleet of the British navy, is 
not now entitled to perform active service in 
the British navy. Therefore he received no 
pay. Hehad made no claim for pay. Mr. 
Gladstone added that the Duke would be al- 
lowed to retain his place. on the navy list 
without pay as a mark of honor for his long 
and distinguished services. His heart, Mr. 
Gladstone further said, had always been in 
his profession, and it would be a matter of 
great pain if any change should occur that 
would in any wise weaken his relations with 
Great Britain. 

After the employers’ liability bill had been 
debated in the House of Commons for several 
hours this e er ing Mr. Gladstone rose just 
previous to tae adjourcment and made a 
statement concerning the great miners’ 
strike. The progress and duration of this 
strike, he said, had been watched by the gov- 
ernment, as by everybody else, with painful 
anxiety. Matters had now reached the point 
at which he thought steps might be taken by 
the government with advantage to all con- 
cerned. He had therefore addressed to the 
employers and miners, respectively, a dupli- 
cate letter containing this passage: 

It appears to the government that advantages 
might accrue from a free discussion of the points 
at issue between the parties under the Chairman- 
ship of a member of the government, who, it is 
hoped, will not be unacceptable to either side. 
Lord Rosebery has consented, at the request of 
his colleagues, to undertake the important duty 
which the position involves. I therefore invite 
the Miners’ and Employers’ Federation to send 
representatives to the conferences to be held 
forthwith under bis Chairmanship, 

Mr. Gladstone’s statement was cheered 
heartily. 

Baron Burton’s Daughter Engaged. 

The engagement is announced of the Hon. 
Nellie Lisa Bass, only child and heiress of 
Baron Burton of the brewing company of 
Bass & Co. of Burton-on-Trent, to Mr. Bruce 
Baillie, a Scotch landowner. Miss Bass was 
at one time engagea to marry Mr. Keith 
Fraser, and her father settled on her £2,000,- 
000 as a marriage portion. The breaking off 
of this engagement was announced a short 
time ago. It was then reported in society 
that Baron Burton desired that his daughter 
should marry a Duke. Upon the death of 
Baron Burton his daughter will inherit 
46.000.000. The prospective bridegroom is 
a cousin of the Earl of Elgin, the newly ap- 
pointed Viceroy of India.

The inspector read to them the warrant.

Preliminary Meeting to Take Proper Ac- 
tionBankers, Merchants, Real Estate 
Men, and Others Earnestly Desire to 
Retain the Beautiful StractureseCom- 
mittee Appointed to Arrange for a 
Mass-Meeting - Proposals of Toilers 
Touching Manufactures Building. 

Hyde Park citizens are anxious to save the 
buildings of the White City, A preliminary 
meeting was held last night in Waite’s Hall, 
Fifty-third street and Lake avenue, at which 
it was decided to hold a mass-meeting at 
Rosalie Hall some time next week.

Every property-owner in that territory bad 
been as to pay for part of the improve- 
ments of Jackson Park.

$2,000. The South Park Commissioners no 
doubt intended to follow the will of the people.

tions, 3 reco reception, and 
committee a Central Labor Bu- 
reau, — by ‘officers elected by the 
associated labor organizations, and used for the 
meeting places of employers and employés; a 
hall known as the chamber of arbitration, where 
labor difficulties could be amicably adjusted; a 
hall for public meetings to be at the service of 
any body ot workmen to discuss questions rela- 
tive to wages; in the way of recreatfon 
and education a number of class-rooms 
available for afternoon and evening classes; 
a camera hall, seating from 600 to 1,200, 
equipped with the most complete stereopticon 
apparatus for use in lectures; halls and ample 
provisions for amateur theatricals, promenade 
concerts, reading draw rooms, gymna- 
sium, public baths, with headquarters for 
athletic; aquatic, ¢ cling, natural history. and 
other clubs; a children’s hall, decorated so as to 
be attractive winter and summer, with apparatus 
for games and library of picture books.

At request of 
the joint committee the two Chairmen 
went over to Mayor Swift's office to 
ascertain his views on the enterprise. They 
came back and reported that the Mayor had

meeting adjourned, after which Mr. Porter 
sent out a call to the members of his commit- 
tee for a meeting tomorrow at 3 o’clock.

ROBY CLUB WILL GET A CHARTER. 


Two of Its Members Said to Have With- 
drawu- Legal Opinions About It. 
InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Noy. 18.—[{Special.]—The 
first round in the set-to between the new Roby 
Athletic Association and the Indiana State of- 
ficials has resulted decidedly in Roby's favor.

The commanding position which the banks of 
this country occupy in our financial world can- 
not be denied, nor the importance of our banking 
institutions overestimated. Established upon a 
safe basis and — conducted upon conserv- 
ative lines they are the greatest of all agencies 
for the promotion of a people’s prosperity, but 
stripped of safeguards or dishonestly managed 
the injury which they bring upon a people is 
only limited by the extent of their Sppertanitios. 
The supreme function which they fill is the dis- 
tribution of the people’s weaith, so as to make it 
a never- 2 source of benefit to all. Their 
prosperity is the prosperity of every other busi- 
ness interest, and their activity is the activity of 
every line of commerce and branch of manufact- 
ure. Take from them without cause support 
and inevitably the injury falls upon all. De- 
mand of them in a moment of fright the money 
given in their keeping that it may und lodgment 
in hiding places and of necessity the banks must

The whole history of past months be- 
speaks the truth of this. Between May 4 and 
October this year the withdrawals in individual 
deposits in national banks alone were $299,000,- 
000 and of banks’ and bankers’ deposits to the 
amount of $79,000,000, a total of $378,000,000. 
To meet this drain the banks were compelled to 
call in loans, thus depleting the resources of 
active trade to the extent of $318,000,000, and 
from banks and bankers to the amount of $51,- 
000,000, while to 2 borrowings was added 

7,000,000. In the light of these figures, apart 
rom the statistics of a ike nature which could 
be added from State savings and private banks, 
who can doubt but that the shrinkage in — 
on the one hand contributing onaly 
the fund of hoarded money and the calling 
in on the other of loans necessitated by the de 
mands of depositors withdrawing such vast sums 
from the activities of business, contributed more 
than all else to the stagnation from which we 
have suffered? The most serious feature of the 
whole matter was the withdrawals of small 
amounts by depositors who were not borrowers 
and whose accounts, as is well known to all 
bankers, are most valuable in the banking busi- 
ness and constitute a most stable and important 
addition to the fixed capital of commercial 
banks, and is the fand which is to meet the 
current demands of the business of each com- 
munity. This fact is alone sufficient to refute 
the charge that the financial st ency was the 
result of a bankers’ panic were it ssible to 
believe that a body of intelligent, shrewd, and 
prudent business men could be capable of —

Chicago Physicians Discuss the Death of 
Sir Andrew Clarke, 

Chicago physicians are not much perturbed 
by the somewhat alarmist dispatches from 
London relating to the possible conse- 
quences on Mr. Gladstone’s health by 
the death of Sir Andrew Clarke. Sir Andrew’s 
high position in the medical profession was 
just as well known and appreciated in this 
country as in Great Britain, and the remarka- 
ble confidence in him displayed by Mr. Glad- 
stone is also well understood. But Mr. Glad- 
stone’s own character is regarded as the best 
guarantee against untoward consequences. 

Dr. Stuart Johnstone, who was seen at his 
residence, No. 641 West Monroe street, said : 

LI have seen the London dispatches, but I 
think they exaggerate the gravity of the situ- 
ation. Mr. Gladstone is a man of singularly 
well balanced character, and the consequences 
to such a man of the loss he has sustained are 
not likely to be so serious as they might be to 
others similarly, cireumstanced. A man who 
has been so rational as he has been all his 
life will still remain so.”’ 

Have you any idea who is likely to be Mr. 
Gladstone’s future physician?’
